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I. 
Case of Erysipelas in an Infant, 
treated by Blisters.

I. M. a female infant, aged be- 
tween eight and nine months, had 
suffered from a slight burn on the 
outside of the left knee, which 
had merely destroyed the cuticle 
and produced a little inflammation 
in the skin beneath. July 30th, a 
few days after this had happened, 
and when it had ceased to excite 
much attention, her mother per- 
ceived a small red spot upon the 
inside of the same knee. This 
gradually spread, and in two days 
had extended downwards to the 
ankle, and nearly around the whole 
leg—and upwards about half way 
to the groin upon the inside of the 
thigh. At this time, Aug. Ist, it 
was first visited. The parts first 
affected with the inflammation 
were covered with vesicles,and in 
one spot on the inside of the calf 
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of the ieg the cuticle had been torn 
off, leavirg the open inflamed sur- 
face of the cutis underneath, which 
had adark, hvid appearance. The 
whole leg and lower part of the 
thigh were swelled to a size a 
third larger than natural, and the 
flesh beneath had a hard, unequal 
feeling, as if it were in lobes or 
lumps, and it slightly pitted upon 
pressure. The skin generally, 
and that of the limb particularly, 
was hot—the pulse were 120. 
The child was restless and unea- 
sy, but did not cry, and wished to 
lie constantly atthe breast. The 
mother had applied New-England 
Rum anda sugar of lead wash. 
She was directed to keep the 
limb constantly wet with diluted 
alcohol, and to give every two 
hours thirty drops of the following 
mixture :— 


R. Sulph. Quinin. gr, iv. 
Aq. distill. 3 ij. 
Syr. Cort, Aurant. 3ss. 


In the evening the disease was 
found extending in all direc-

tions. The lunar caustic was 
applied on the inside and fore part 
of the thigh upon the healthy skin, 
along the edge of the inflammation, 
and at about a third of an inch 
from it. The part thus acted 
upon by the caustic was four 
inches in length and about half an 
inch wide. Five grains of calo- 
mel, with three of Dover’s pow- 
der, were administered. On the 
next morning, Aug. 2d, the disease 
had passed the line of the cauter- 
ized surface upwards, was ex- 
tending round upon the outside of 
the thigh, and had passed down- 
wards so as to involve the whole 
foot, which was red, tense and 
shining. There was, however, no 
Vesications upon the parts newly 
inflamed, and the spot where the 
disease began looked better. The 
cauterized surface had risen up 
in blisters, and was black. Treat- 
meat was continued, and several 
operations from the bowels pro- 
cured by two drachms of castor 
oil. Inthe course of the day the 
child became stupid, and was 
roused with difficulty. The sur- 
face was generally cold, and the 
pulse, which were feeble, had 
risen to 144; the respiration was 
easy, and the disposition to nurse 
continued. Applied a bread poul- 
tice, moistened with diluted alco- 
hol, to the extreme parts of the in- 
flammation, and directed the addi- 
tion of 20 drops of Tinct. Cinch. 
Comp. to each dose of Quinine. 
Aug. 3d. Disease continues 
extending. Has reached nearly 
to the groin, but does not vesi- 
cate. Is still cold and stupid. 
Pulse 134. The whole body was 
rabbed with the Tinct. of Canth. 
and Capsic. diluted, till the warmth 
of the surface was restored, and 
the application was repeated 
whenever the coldness returned. 


A blister five inches in length and 
half aninch in width was put on— 
the sound skin along the edge of 
the inflammation on the inside of 
the thigh, just below the groin. 
Medicines and external applica- 
tions continued. 

Aug. 4. The blister has risen 
well, and there has been no ex- 
tension of the disease in that di- 
rection, whilst it has continued in 
every other. The foot is exceed- 
ingly swollen and red, except the 
toes, which are entirely white and 
bloodless. On the parts around 
the knee, where the disease seem- — 
ed to be dying away, it appears to 
be returning. The limb is colder 
than it has hitherto been, except 
in those parts where the inflam- 
mation has just begun, and cotton 
wadding was wrapped around it. 
The respiration is slower than 
natural, even and regular; the 
countenance is pale and shrunk; 
the pulse very feeble, varying 
from 134 to 150. The child 
worries a good deal, but does not 
cry. It continues very thirsty 
and anxious for the breast. At 
night, the other medicines were 
omitted, and two grains each of 
calomel and Dover’s powder giv- 
en. Sth. The night was passed ina 
restless manner, as had been the 
case with the preceding night, 
but the calomel produced several 
good discharges in the morning. 
Upon the whole, the general as- 
pect of the patient was better 
than yesterday, but the inflamma- 
tion continues to advance; having 
surrounded the thigh entirely, and 
beginning to affect the nates, a 
blister was applied so as to em- 
brace all that part of the inflamed 
surface to which the first one had 
not extended. The effect in this 


case, as before, was to put a com- 
plete check to the extension of 
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the disease, and it was now dimi- 
nishing in every part of the limb 
except the foot. This had a very 
dark purplish hue, and an appear- 
ance as if it might become gan- 
grenous. The spirit poultice was 
continued, and a blister applied 
around the ankle on the evening of 
Aug. 6th, but without any other 
effect, although it rose well, than 
to lessen the great tension or di- 
minish the smoothness and shining 
of the skin. On the next day, 
notwithstanding the fears that ve- 
sication in a part, in such a state, 
might produce sloughing, a blister 
was put on the top of the foot, 
which immediately reduced the 
high state of inflammation, al- 
though it produced a dark looking 
unpleasant sore beneath, which 
was sometime in healing. Aug. 
Sth. All appearances are favora- 
ble, except that the disease has 
returned at the top and inside of 
the thigh, has affected both labia, 
and seems extending to the other 
side. <A blister was therefore 
applied on the right thigh along 
the edge of the labia, and a spirit 
poultice to the labia themselves, 
with an immediate removal of the 
disease. 

For some days the limb pre- 
sented a mottled and speckled 
appearance ; it continued larger 
than the opposite limb, and there 
was an irregularity and uneven- 
ness of surface, which was attri- 
buted to an unequal hardness in 
different parts of the cellular 
membrane underneath. The sa- 
ponaceous liniment was applied 
frequently, and the parts kept 
wrapped in cotton for some days. 
In the course of a week, the child 
was entirely well. 


It is to be remarked with re- 
gard to this case, 
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1. That after beginning the 
stimulating plan of treatment and 
the alcoholic lotion, no further 
vesications took place, and that 
the inflammation in the parts pre- 
viously affected began to diminish, 
but that no check was given to its 
extension. 

2. That the disease never ex- 
tended beyond the line of blister- 
ed surface, but at one point,— 
here only after a considerable pe- 
riod during which it seemed to 
have ceased, and that in this case 
a second blister effectually check- 
ed it. 

3. That in the only part where 
the disease did not subside by the 
application made, after its exten- 
sion was checked, viz. the foot, 
a blister applied to the part itself 
immediately reduced it. 

It is also to be remarked with 
regard to the Nitrate of Silver, 
that although its application did 
not check the extension of the 
erysipelatous inflammation, yet 
that it seemed to cure it in the 
part to which it was directly ap- 
plied, as the blister did upon the 
foot. No swelling took place in 
that part, the skin on each side 
rising up above it and leaving a 
kind of depression or furrow where 
the caustic had been applied, like 
that produced by drawing the fin- 
ger over an cedematous surface. 
The cuticle hardened inte a dark 
colored scab, which came off, 
leaving the skin sound beneath. 

Erysipelas in infants is a dan- 
gerous and frequently a fatal dis- 
ease. Whether blisters would 


produce as favorable an effect in 
cases more aggravated than the 
present, has not yet perhaps been 
sufficiently tried to determine. 
In the case related, which for 
some time wore an unpromising 
aspect, I consider their effect as 
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unequivocal, so far as regards 
checking the extension of the dis- 
ease, and it may therefore be re- 
garded as worth recording, since 
it adds one more fact towards 
those already known in relation to 
the application of blisters for this 
purpose in erysipelas.

On the Earlier and Later Flood- 
ings.—From Lectures delivered 
at Guy’s Hospital,

Our remarks on floodings gene- 
rally being brought to a close at 
our former meeting, I proceed, 
Gentlemen, to enlarge a little on 
those different species or varie- 
ties of flooding, which you are 
likely to meet with at the bed- 
side, dividing them into those 
which are occurring in the first 
three or four months of pregnan- 
cy, and those which make their 
appearance in the last four,—the 
earlier and later floodings, as they 
may be called. 

Before, however, I enter on 
the consideration of the earlier 
floodings, it may not be amiss, on 
the very threshold of our subject, 
to premise a few observations on 
the appearances of those sub- 
stances which, in this part of ges- 
tation, are found to come from the 
uterine cavity. 

I may observe, then, at the 
outset, that rarely, yet occasion- 
ally, as this preparation shows, 
the whole ovum is expelled from 
the uterus entire; in shape and 
bulk like a pullet’s egg, containing 
a cavity of appearance immediate- 
ly to be described, with liquor, 
and sometimes a foetus not bigger 


than the garden bean. More fre- 
quently, however, disruption pre- 
cedes the expulsion of the ovum, 
the parts of which escape in suc- 
cession ; and first the liquor es- 
capes, and then the embryo, if 
this be not already vanished, to 
be followed ultimately by a fleshy 
mass, which constitutes the most 
important part of the whole struc- 
ture, well exhibited to view in 
this preparation-glass. In_ this 
fleshy mass, when washed and 
immersed in clear water espe- 
cially, you find a hollow of bumpy 
(tubercular) surface—smooth— 
polished—invested with a semi- 
transparent glistening membrane 
of pearly appearance, through 
which the dark red of the struc- 
ture over which it lies, may be 
obscurely seen. With this fleshy 
mass, which at first glance resem- 
bles a clot of blood, the membrane 
is marginally connected, floating in 
the water, and forming, in the 
entire condition of the ovum, a 
part of the cavity in which, as in 
the hollow of the egg, the embryo 
is lodging. Before I proceed to 
the next appearance of the ovum, 
it may be proper to remark, that 
in the earlier months the foetus is 
of very small size, compared with 
the bulk of the secundines, as 
these preparations clearly demon- 
strate ; so that the fleshy mass, 
with which the embryo is in con- 
nexion, may be large as half the 
hand, when the embryo itself is 
no bigger than a single joint of the 
little finger. Now for the ovum 
to come away in a third manner 
is by no means very uncommon ; 
the footus, it may be, being first 
expelled, or not appearing at all, 
while the secundines follow by 
pieces, one portion after another, 
till the whole is discharged from 
the womb. To those who are 
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accustomed to inspect the ovum 
of the earlier months, if the struc- 
ture be in ordinary condition, it is 
by no means difficult, on examina- 
tion, to determine whether a part 
only, or the whole, be away ; but 
those practitioners who have paid 
but small attention to these mat- 
ters, are liable to deceive them- 
selves with the persuasion, that 
the uterus is completely evacuat- 
ed, when, in reality, a part of the 
ovum still remains in its cavity. 
The embryo is so small at this 
early period, and the secundines 
are so large, that, at first glimpse, 
one half of them seems propor- 
tionally of bulk more than ade- 
quate to the foetus. Beware, 
therefore, of falling into error 
here—beware of presuming that 
the uterine cavity is empty, when 
a portion of the secundines still 
remains ; for this portion lodging 


in the hollow of the uterus, may- 


keep up the drainings as effectu- 
ally, as if the ovum lay there en- 
tire. Again.—Hereafter, you will 
understand more clearly, that the 
ovum is composed of two parts, the 
one the fcetal portion, made up of 
the embryo, enclosed ina delicate 
membranous bag, covered witha 
fine shag; the other, the maternal, 
consisting of the fleshy mass, 
which, in good measure, encloses 
both the embryo and its recepta- 
cle, corresponding with the pla- 
centa of the full-grown ovum of 
nine months. Now, it sometimes 
happens, that the foetal part of 
the ovum is expelled alone on one 
day, while the placenta, or re- 
maining portion of the ovum, es- 
capes from the uterus a length of 
time afterwards, an interval of 
uncertain duration, sometimes of 
a few hours, sometimes of a few 
days, being interposed ; the wo- 
man during the whole term having

all the symptoms of miscarriage, 
as, by the presence of the placen- 
tal portion of the ovum, the dis- 
tention of the uterus is kept up. 
Now, in cases of this sort, you are 
more exposed to deception, be- 
cause, the embryo, with its mem- 
branous cyst and liquor amnii 
coming away, as the preparation 
exhibited shows, it has, to the 
inexperienced, the appearance of 
a complete ovum: the inexperi- 
enced only, however, can be de- 
ceived in this manner ; for if your 
eye have been accustomed to the 
inspection of miscarriages in the 
earlier months, the want of the 
placentar part of the structure 
must appear obvious at once. 
For women to conceive of 
three, four, or five ova at once is 
very rare ; but the occurrence of 
twins is by no means unfrequent. 
Now, in miscarriages, sometimes 
a single ovum may come away, 
another, or the greater part of 
another, still remaining behind in 
the cavity of the uterus; not to 
mention that we now and then 
meet with cases in which, toge- 
ther with a healthy ovum, there 
forms in the womb a fleshy mass, 
(a mole, as itis popularly called,) 
in which no traces of ovum are 
discernible, the whole of the ovum 
being expelled, and this mass re- 
maining behind in the uterus, and, 
as in ordinary miscarriage, keep- 
ing up the discharge of blood. In 
difficulties of this kind the prudent 
and very circumspect practition- 
er, the Volpone of his profession, 
will probably soon detect the na- 
ture of the case ; but those who 
are rash, or have seen little, may 
be again deceived, inferring, with 
too much certainty, a thorough 
evacuation of the uterus, because 
a complete ovum is come away. 
The error, not of a speculative na- 
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ture, is to be deprecated in a 
practical view ; for the bleeding 
from the uterus continuing, yet 
not being understoood by the prac- 
titioner, it is probable that he may 
not have recourse to the more ju- 


— dicious means for its suppression. 


When the case is ambiguous, exa- 
mination is the only diagnostic on 
which we may with certainty rely. 

In miscarriages, it is by no 
means uncommon to see no traces 
of the embryo; dead, perhaps, 
and dissolved, in the liquor amnii, 
like sugar in water, or food in the 
gastric juices. Occasionally we 
find parts of the embryo only, the 
head more especially; and it well 
deserves commemoration, that 
now and then the embryo dying, 
and melting perhaps in the second 
month, the secundines are retain- 
ed, and continue to grow till they 
acquire the bulk of the same parts 
in a nine-month ovum, so that, to 
the astonishment of the unprac- 
tised, there at length issues from 
the womb a large placenta, with 
its membranes and water, without 
the foetus, which might be sup- 
posed to tenant them. When, 
too, the ovum dies in the earlier 
months, it may be retained till 
the close of pregnancy, the fetus, 
without growing or decaying, re- 
maining quietly in the cavity of 
the womb till, in the seventh or 
eighth month, perhaps, labor pains 
occurring, the ovum is at length 
expelled, but not of the bulk 
which, from the age of the gesta- 
tion, we should have anticipated. 
Hydatids sometimes form in the 
ovum, and, if I may be allowed 
the expression, devour it ; some- 
times a part only becoming con- 
verted into their substance, so 
that they lie imbedded and con- 
cealed inthe placentar structure; 
sometimes the whole—or, with 


the exception of a few vestiges, 
the whole—being consumed, so 
that in place of the ovum, nothing 
but these animalcules remain in 
the uterus.—-Sometimes they 
form a cluster large enough to fill 
a washand-basin, or a vessel more 
capacious; sometimes they are 
altogether of much smaller bulk. 
Much bleeding accompanies their 
expulsion when their growth has 
been great, nor is the flooding al- 
ways sparing when their bulk is 
much smaller. While adverting 
to the changes which the ovum 
undergoes before its expulsion, I 
must not forget to remind you of 
those shapeless masses, membran- 
ous or solid, before mentioned. 
Of these it may be observed fur- 
ther, that sometimes there are 
several, more generally they are 
single ; like the ovum itself, they 
vary much in their bulk, some- 
times not larger than the pullet’s 
egg, occasionally large as the fist, 
the child’s head, the child itself, 
or even larger than this. Masses 
like these may give rise to symp- 
toms similar to those produced by 
ordinary miscarriages, and they 
are best managed on the same 
principles as other flooding cases. 

And thus much then respecting 
the different substances which 
escape from the uterus in the 
earlier and middle months. The 
various points worthy of attention 
are well illustrated by the series 
of preparations on the table be- 
fore you, and which I now pro- 
ceed to circulate. 

For this preparation of the 
ovum I am indebted to my friend 
Mr. Sterry 5 you see it entire, in 
size and form, like the fowl’s egg; 
the preparation which follows it; 
also of the earlier weeks, at first 
elance presents an appearance 
like a clot of blood, and shows 
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how needful it is to order the 
nurse to preserve, for the inspec- 
tion of the accoucheur himself, 
all solid substances which may 
pass from the vagina, in order that 
he may decide whether or not the 
ovum be come away. 

The third preparation shows 
the interior of this apparent clot, 
and exhibits excellently well the 
various characters of the cavity 
in which the fetus lodges; the 
smooth membrane, the bumpy 
(tubercular) surface, with its 
glistening, pearly, yet livid red 
color. These glasses contain spe- 
cimens of the foetal portion of the 
ovum, only a few weeks old; con- 
sisting of a bag covered with fine 
shag, filled with water, in which 
the embryo floats. On careless, 
or inexperienced inspection, such 
substances may seem to form en- 
tire ova, but in truth they consti- 
tute but a small part of the whole 
structure. In the glasses now 
put forward you see the fleshy 
masses, big as one-third, or one- 
half the hand, and which consist 
of the fleshy parts belonging to 
the preceding. Here is a fetus 
of the size of three months ; it 
remained in the womb till the 
seventh. Here is an amorphous 
mass, which came from the ute- 
rus after a four-month ovum had 
been expelled, and the miscar- 
riage was supposed to be com- 
plete—much bleeding attended. 
This fine cluster of hydatids came 
from the uterus, as you may know 
by their being all of them like 
grapes appended toa stalk; you 
may see the remains of the ovum 
on which they have been feeding. 
This engraving is of a placenta 
and membranes of the size of se- 
ven or eight months, matured in 
the uterus after the embryo, of 
sinall size probably, was dead and 
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dissolved in the liquor amnii ; the 
secundines of great bulk coming 
away without their usual occu- 
pant, the foetus, to the great sur- 
prise of the accoucheur. At small 
expense you may make for your- 
selves preparations of the sub- 
stances which come from the ute- 
rus, and I recommend you, when 
in practice, by all means to do 
this, as it is desirable that these 
appearances be well known to the 
accoucheur. From ten to fifteen 
glasses would probably contain all 
the specimens your practice might 
require. As you examine the 
different preparations which are 
now passing round, do not omit to 
notice the smallness of the fetus 
in the earlier months, and the 
largeness of the secundines with 
which it is comected. 
eVanagement of Flooding in the 
earlier months.—When  floodings 
occur in the earlier months, if the 
patient is robust and strong, and 
full of blood, and if she be left in 
a great measure to her own re- 
sources, the practitioner prescrib- 
ing on general principles for occa- 
sional symptoms, she will in gene- 
ral do well; and very satisfactory 
it is to the young accoucheur to 
remember this, as, like an ano- 
dyne, it may soothe and tranquil- 
lize the mind when he is sitting at 
the bed-side of the patient. With- 
out, however, meaning to alarm 
you needlessly, it is proper I 
should remark, that women do 
not always recover, even in the 
earlier months, and certatly not 
always in the middle parts of 
pregnancy, when the discharges 
become larger, more especially 
if the patient have flooded much 
in preceding miscarriages, and 
have thus been much reduced in 
blood and flesh. Under these 
earlier bleedings, in some few 
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instances, women sink from inani- 
tion, and still more frequently, 
when they escape with life, the 
tenor of the general health be- 
comes greatly impaired, so that 
for months or years together, they 
labor under the cachexia produc- 
ed by bleeding ; dying, perhaps, 
at last, of hydropic, enteric, or 
other affections. As, therefore, 
sometimes, though rarely, they 
are attended with danger, and as 
they always impair the health and 
create much uneasiness and anxi- 
ety to the patient and her friends, 
the different varieties of earlier 
flooding are well worth the study 
of the accoucheur; and I proceed, 
therefore, to remark on them. 
Of miscarriages in the earlier 
months, there are some remarka- 
ble for the rapidity of their pro- 
gress ; in the morning the patient 
is well; in the evening, after a 
fright, long walk, or after the or- 
dinary bustles and fatigues of her 
establishment, sometimes, too, 
without any obvious cause what- 
ever, she is suddenly seized with 
an eruption of blood from the ute- 
rus ; fainting follows—thena rally 
—then pain—then expulsion of 
one of those substances just de- 
monstrated ; the process, perhaps, 
being completed in the course of 
one or two hours. ‘The evacua- 
tion of the uterus is followed by a 
contraction of its cavity, and a 
cessation of the bleeding, the pa- 
lient recovering completely in the 
course of a few days, so that 
scarcely a trace of the accident 
remains. Of all the forms of early 
flooding, this is most to be desired. 
More generally, however, it hap- 
pens, in a way more harassing to 
the practitioner, that the expul- 
sion takes place ina gradual man - 
ner ; induced, as before, by some 
imprudence, or arising, it may be, 


without any obvious cause. At 
first, perhaps, a few ounces of 
blood are lost, and then the pa- 
tient, keeping herself cool and 
composed, the hemorrhage ceases; 
returning, however, when she 
rises, and begins again to stir 
about ; and thus it may be, bleed- 
ing at one time and free from he- 
morrhagy wholly or in great mea- 
sure at another, she gradually 
sinks into a state of inanition, be- 
comes pale, cold, fainty, so that 
she is compelled at last to confine 
herself to the sofa or the bed. 
Meanwhile, as the bleedings pro- 
ceed, pains begin to form, cutting, 
grinding, sawing, at first, then 
forcing, and, beyond all further 
doubt, parturient ; and more blood 
flows from the uterus, and, sooner 
or later, the contained substances 
come away under the forms be- 
fore shown and described. Days, 
weeks, sometimes one or two 
months, or more, may be occu- 
pied by this process, and the total 
quantity of the blood lost may be 
large, the constitution suffering 
much in consequence, and, in some 
few cases, death itself being the 
result. 

There is yet a third variety of 
hemorrhage well deserving of no- 
tice. I mean the hemorrhagy, 
Whether rapid or tardy, under 
which you have merely a partial 
evacuation of the uterus. <A wo- 
man is seized, perhaps, with an 
eruption of blood from the womb, 
and a substance mistaken for the 
ovum comes away, so that you 
are assured by your predecessor 
in the case that the uterus must 
have been thoroughly evacuated. 
Notwithstanding this, however, 
you learn that the hemorrhagy 
does not cease, and, from this 
time, it may be for weeks toge- 
ther, the patient is more or less 
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liable to discharges of blood from 
the uterus, and by and by there 
issues from the womb an offensive 
odor, as if something were decom- 
posing there. When the uterus 
is in this way partially emptied, 
there may be a retention of half 
the ovum; there may, too, bea 
retention of a twin, an accident, 
however, which in these cases I 
never myself witnessed; or, as 
before observed, there may be a 
retention of some fleshy mass in 
the nature of a mole lying in the 
uterus, and keeping up the bleed- 
ing; and this I have myself seen. 
Now in these perplexing cases, 
the grand point is to decide, whe- 
ther the womb is empty or not— 
and to: this end, when floodings 
prove obstinate, you should al- 
ways bear in mind the recollec- 
tion, that it is to something retain- 
ed in the uterine cavity, that this 
obstinacy is most probably to be 
ascribed ; nor should you suffer 
yourselves to be lightly driven 
from this opinion by the declara- 
tions of those who have preceded 
you in the management of the 
case. <A suspicion of this kind 
prepares the mind for further in- 
vestigation. In midwifery, as in 
medicine generally, too much 
faith is a fault. Doubt—investi- 
gate—the more the better—truth 
here has no fears. Well, then, 
suspecting that the ovum is par- 
tially retained by the uterus, if 
the health be much shaken by the 
continuance of the bleeding, you 
must of course determine this 
very important point. Now that 
the womb is not emptied, you 
may sometimes know, by examin- 
ing the ovum which has been ex- 


-pelled, and finding that it is not 


complete. And if you have been 
in the habit of examining prepa- 
rations of this kind, and particu- 


larly if you have been in the habit 
of making them, as recommended, 
acquiring an experienced eye, you 
may sometimes decide ata glance 
whether or not the ovum be com- 
plete, and, therefore, whether, 
without retention of any part, the 
whole of it have been expelled 
from the uterus. 

Again, you may further judge, 
whether or not some substance be 
retained in the uterus, by ascer- 
taining whether, after the reputed 
evacuation of the contents of the 
uterus, the patient have still re- 
mained obnoxious to floodings, 
cutting or forcing pains, or those 
smells offensive to the sense, re- 
sulting from animal decomposition. 
Now, if there is a pertinacious 
discharge, and if, more especially, | 
with this discharge, pains or feetor 
are concurring, there can, I think, 
scarcely be a doubt, that there is 
something still remaining in the 
cavity of the uterus. Should the 
urgency of the case, however, 
demand decision, and should the 
point still remain in doubt, pro- 
vided your hand be small, and 
your manual skill considerable, 
you may generally at once deter- 
mine the question by the intro-- 
duction of the fingers into the ute- 
rus,—an operation, however, not 
Without its dangers, to which, 
therefore, you ought not wantonly 
to have recourse, and from which, 
inthe commencement of practice, 
it is better to refrain. In per- 
forming this operation, as the va- 
gina is very relaxed, the left hand, 
if small, may be gently deposited 
in its cavity, and then, the bladder 
being empty, you may place the 
right hand over the uterus above 
the symphysis pubis. This done, 
the first and second finger of the 
left hand being passed onwards 
from the vagina, up to the very 
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fundus of the uterus, which, by 
the counter-pressure of the right 
hand, is cautiously pushed down- 
ward and backward upon their 
tips, the cavity may be examined 
without any difficulty. Should 
you find a solid substance in the 
uterus, you may, at the time, 
take it away. Though, in the 
earlier months, you may pass your 
hand into the vagina, you must not 
even think of passing the entire 
hand into the uterine cavity. I 
had almost added, that the very 
thought is enough to bruise and 
tear the parts. If you are, from 
former experience, fit to perform 
the operation, which I have been 
describing, you will find no diffi- 
culty in executing the different 
parts of it. Without the safety, 
or, at ail events, the entire future 
health of the patient demand the 
operation, it ought not to be done. 
It is an evil, justifiable only whea 
a remedy for one still greater. 
If you want skill, have recourse 
to some one more dexterous. Di- 
lators of the os uteri, aud extract- 
ors to remove the ovum, have 
been contrived; they are more 
likely todo harm than good. Tron 
has no feeling for you or the pa- 
tient. 

There is one other variety of 
flooding in the earlier months, 
which it may be well to mention 
here ; I mean the flooding which 
continues after the womb is in 
reality thoroughly emptied, of 
which I have seen several in- 
stances. [Tn the third month, per- 
haps, the whole ovum coines 
away ; but, instead of shrinking in 
the ordinary manner, the womb 
still remains very large—very 
Jax—very vascular ; the patient, 
of consequence, continuing ob- 
noxious to the bleeding. It is by 
examination only, as before ex- 
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plained, that this case may with 
certainty be made out, by passing 
into the uterine cavity two of the 
fingers of the lefi hand, and coun- 
ter-placing on the fundus utert 
above the symphysis pubis the 
fingers of the right, the condition 
of the womb may be clearly as- 
certained. Remember, however, 
what was before stated, that to 
internal examinations of this kind 
you ought never to have recourse, 
unless the life or the entire health 
of the patient require them. Ge- 
nerally, in the earlier months, 
women will do very well, provid- 
ed you let them alone. And thus 
much, then, respecting the more 
interesting varieties of earlier 
flooding: the rapid; the tardy ; 
the flooding, in which some portion 
of the ovum, or some other solid 
substance, is retained in the 
womb ; and the floodings, lastly, 
in which, though the uterine ca- 
vity is empty, the hemorrhage 
continues nevertheless, the womb 
being large, lax, and full of great 
vessels, with its vascular orifices 
unusually relaxed.

Curious Appearance of the Blood. 


By G. Suure, M.D. 


YESTERDAY morning a_ patient 
came to me, complaining of pains 
in his head, chest, and back. His 
pursuit ts that of a gardener ; age 
33; rather a spare fibre ; temper- 
ate habits; his pulse hard and 
full. J advised him to lose blood; 
he consented, and the peculiar 
appearances which followed its 
abstraction, as a novelty, [T am 
induced to transmit you an ac- 
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count of. Seven ounces of blood 
were taken away ; but before the 
arm was tied up, the blood as- 
sumed a peculiarly white hue, 
obliterating altogether the appear- 
ance that blood had been drawn ; 
for it resembled a basin of milk 
more than any thing else. Not 
being satisfied with its very odd 
appearance, I selected another 
basin, and took away five ounces 
more ; which had the same com- 
plexion and character as the oth- 
er. One ounce more in a sepa- 
rate vessel followed ; and deliqui- 
um for a few minutes succeeded. 
A powder was given, composed 
of calomel and rhubarb ; and, this 
morning, he says ‘‘he is quite 
well.” 

As the blood cooled, the white- 
ness of the serum became more 
and more opaque, resembling 
cream ; the crassamentum in the 
first vessel assumed a type of in- 
flammatory covering, with a coat- 
ing of one eighth of an inch in 
thickness, of the ordinary buff- 
color: but its body would not re- 
sist the slightest elevation without 
falling apart ; it is of a perfectly 
livid hue, and less in proportionate 
quantity to that of serum. The 
liquid, ian the second basin, had 
the same appearance in color, but 
rather thinner consistence ; 
while the coagulum was more na- 
tural, very little inflammation be- 
ing visible on its surface. The 
Jast ounce bore the same appear- 
ance as the foregoing. 

As I never met with an instance 
of the kind before, and find only 
two cases recorded by ‘‘ Hewson, 
p- 144 and 146,” as something 
similar,--I intend to repeat the 
bleeding in the course of a week, 
in order to afford another speci- 
men of so very curious an appear- 
ance.—Luncet. 
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Cuvier’s Explanation of Accidental 
Colors, 


M, G, Cavier thinks, that the pro- 
duction of all the accidental colors 
may be explained by this very sim- 
ple fact, that the retina which has 
just been subjected to the impression 
of a color, becomes, from this very 
circumstance, incapable of imme- 
diately receiving the impression of a 
fainter color of the same kind. A 
very simple expcriment, and one 
which every body has made, without 
reflecting upon it, confirms this truth, 
When towards evening, one looks to 
a window, he sees the wood surround- 
ing the panes of a dark color, while 
the latter are still light. If, after 
looking steadily for some time at the 
window, he turns towards the oppo- 
site side of the room, which is darker, 
he sees there an image of the window, 
This phenomenon can only be ex- 
plained by admitting, that the part 
of the retina on which the image of 
the window is painted, becomes, in 
consequence’ of the vivacity of the 
colors of which the image was form- 
ed, incapable of receiving avy im- 
pression on the part of the dark 
points of the opposite side of the 
rooms whence results the image seen 
on the wall. ‘he phenomenon which 
the retina presents in this case exists 
more or less with respect to all our 
senses; each of which, after being 
submitted to a rather vivid impres- 
sion, becomes, from that very cir- 
cumstance, incapable of experiencing 
a weaker impression of the same na- 
ture. It is enough to eat a bit of 
sugar immediately before taking one’s 
coffee, to find that the coffee is not 
sufficiently sweet. What takes place 
in this case, with reference to the 
sense of taste, is analogous to what 
was observed with respect to the 
sense of sight in the case of the win- 
dow. The application of this to the 
phenomena of accidental colors is 
easy. If, for example, an ace of 
diamonds be fixed on a card, one 
cannot look on it for a very short 
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time, without letting his eves vacil- 
late to either side. From this mo- 
ment, the eye, having become insen- 
sible to the red rays, will only see in 
the white of the card, the green of the 
band of that color which surrounds 
the red. What proves the accuracy 
of this explanation is, that if, after 
looking at the red ace, one directs 
his eye to a distant part of the card, 
he sees a figure of the same form, 
and of a green color, the perception 
which is owing to the cause already 
pointed out,

The patients under puberty were 
0.31; adult females furnished .42 of 
the cases of acute disease. 

.09 of the medical cases were of 
bronchial and pulmonary disease ; 
.44 were disorders of the digestive 
organs. 

All the cases of cholera, and six 
of diarrhoea, occurred in infants, 
The cases of dysenteria were in 
adults, and were admitted between 
the 20th and 26th days of the month. 

All the cases of fever are reported 
as Synochus, though typhoid symp- 
toms occurred in very few, and the 
name Cauma might be appropriate 
to many. ‘Two varieties were no- 
ticed. Atthe first part of the month 
these were somewhat distinctly cha- 
racterized ; but more generally there 
was a combination of the symptems 
of both varieties, constituting a Gas- 
tro-entero-meningitis, In one varie- 
ty, the most urgent symptoms were 
produced by gastric and enteric in- 
flammation; there were obstinate 
vomiting, precordial distress, exqu?- 
site sensibility in the epigastric and 
right hypochondriac regions; the 
skin had a pungent heat and yellow- 
ish color; the pulse was slow, in 
some cases beating from 48 to 56 
times in a minute; the tongue was 
foul, yellow, with red edges; the de- 
jections were dark, offensive, and 
sometimes similar to chocolate ‘in 
color and consistence 3 in two cases 
there was heemorrhage from the 
mouth, bowels and uterus. The 


disease made its approach gradually, 
and was preceded by slight illness 
and irregularity of some days’ con- 
tinuance. The convalescence was 
slow, and the danger of relapse by 
errors in diet and regimen, was great. 

The other variety was marked by 
symptoms of meningic inflammation. 
The pain in the back of the head 
and in the spine was sometimes ex- 
cruciating ; there was numbness, or 
the soreness of contusion, in the 
limbs 3; deafness, or increased acute- 
ness of hearing ; intolerance of light 5 
the skin was hot, not dry, in some 
cases bathed in sweat; the pulse was 
frequent and hard ; the tongue moist, 
with a close, white fur. The attack 
in these cases was somewhat sudden, 
and the febrile paroxysm was preced- 
ed by severe rigors. ‘The progress 
was more rapid, and convalescence 
was more speedy, than in the first 
variety. 

As no one of the cases was fatal, 
there was not an opportunity of ve- 
rifying the pathology by autoptical 
examination, 

It is hardly proper to mention the 
treatment so briefly as must need be 
done here, as it was varied by con- 
siderations belonging to each case. 
In the cases of gastric fever, it con- 
sisted of rigid abstinence, moderate 
catharsis, chiefly by enemata, fre- 
quent small doses of submurias hy- 
drargyri, which scemed to be the 
best anti-emetic, cold water and ef- 
fervescing draughts, and blisters to 
the epigastrium and right side, Some- 
times this treatment was preceded by 
free evacuations by an emetico-ca- 
thartic. In the cases where the gas- 
tric disturbance was less, and the 
symptoms of inflammation were more 
general and acute, the principal re- 
medy was tartarized antimony in the 
largest tolerable dose, sometimes from 
four to six grains a day ; if tender- 
ness in the epigastrium superveued, 
the pulvis antimonialis, with bydr. 
submur. was substituted. ‘The great 


relief which in two cases followed 
the application of leeches to the back 
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and stomach, made it to be regretted 
that they could not be freely and 
generally employed.

A case of malformation of the 


heart, attended with that peculiar 
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lividity of the surface, commonly de- 
nominated the “ purple disease,” has 
been under my observation for about 
six months past. The child died a 
few days since, at the age of three 
years and six days. An examination 
post mortem was not permitted, but 
the defect was, without doubt, a want 
of perfect closure of the foramen 
ovale of the heart. 
The account given by the child’s 
mother is as follows: that the child 
from his birth always had an unusual 
dark color of the skin, which was 
much increased by crying, &c. ; that 
the color under the nails of the fin- 
gers and toes was constantly a dark 
purple; that he had no difficulty of 
respiration ; that he did not seem to 
be sick, but nursed and grew well, 
until about nine months old. At this 
time he had two fits, and was ever 
after weak and feeble. About this 
time he had the hooping cough. 
The cough, though not severe, con- 
tinued from autumn to the summer 
following, during which time he was 
weaned on account of ill health of 
the mother. During the paroxysms 
of the cough he had frequent dis- 
charges of blood from mouth and 
nose 3 also had abscesses in his ears, 
which have continued much of the 
time since. About the age of two 
years, he walked across the room 


.twice, but was too feeble to walk 


ever afterwards. In May last, had 
varicella. His first teeth began to 
make their appearance at the age of 
six months, and the whole of the first 
set were through in much less time 
than usual, About three months be- 
fore his death, the four incisors of 
the second set in the lower jaw were 
cut through, the first teeth still re- 
maining iu place. Soon after this, 
his teeth began to loosen and drop 
out. Six of the first set and the four 
incisors of the second set, came out 
in this way before his death.  Ilis 
gums had been very spongy, foul and 
fetid, for a long time. ‘The superfi- 
cial veins were unusually large and 
numerous, forming by anastomosis a 
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network appearance on the eyelids, 
forehead, and over the scalp—also 
on the neck, hands and feet. These 
veins were turgid, and of a dark 
purple hue; lips and tongue of a 
livid color ; temperature of the ex- 
tremities natural ; would never allow 
an examination of his pulse. 

The day before he died, he was 
as well as usual and rode out, after 
which he was more feeble. He died 
suddenly, while under the exertion 
of having his clothes changed, 


Ile was always very peevish, cross ° 


and illnatured ; and had a craving 
appetite for ardent spirit. His intel- 
lectual powers were well developed 3 
his memory remarkable, His mother 
attributed his complaint to an affright 
which she had on being thrown out 
of a carriage, three months before 
her confinement. 

It is worthy of remark, that the 
subject of this case should, while la- 
boring under so great a defect i in the 
sanguineous system, and consequent 
defect in the functions of that sys- 
tem, attain the age which he did, 
undergo the process of dentition so 
well, and sustain so harassing and 
long continued a disease, as the hoop-
